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Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as anticipated by Kadota (DE 44 00 980). 

Kadota (U.S. 5719538) is no longer applied under 35 U.S.C. 102 for the reasons set forth 
in applicants arguments. However, should allowable subject matter be found in the future, this 
reference may be cited against those claims under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting. 

Applicant has argued that Kadota (U.S.) And (German) does not teach a quartz substrate 
having a negative temperature coefficient of delay. However, claim 1 of Kadota (U.S.) explicitly 
states "said quartz substrate... a negative valve of temperature coefficient of delay". As pointed 
out in the office action by the German Patent Office (5-12-99) Kadota (German) teaches the same 
combination of materials (i.e. ZnO, CDS and Ta205 over a quartz substrate) as used by 
applicants, thus it is hard to understand why the claimed devices are alleged to be different in 
applicants remarks.
